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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed 9/19/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Masuda et 
al. (6, 199,898). 

Masuda et al. disclose a side gas bag having an exterior gas bag (2) in which is provided 
an inflatable pouch (20; see column 3, lines 35-36: "band like sheet") having an elongated, 
tubular shape (see Figure 1) with a first end (21) and a second end as an outflow opening (24), 
the second end face (similar to that of applicant's; tear seam is next to end opening) has a tear 
seam (42; see Figure 8a) which tears open at a predetermined internal pressure (see column 5, 
lines 1-8). The tear seam closes the outflow opening (see Figure 8a). The pouch is directly 
connected with an inflation connection (18). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 20105734 Ul 
in view of DE 19933836 Al. 

DE 20105734 Ul (see US 2004/0104563 Al for English equivalent) discloses a side gas 
bag for a vehicle occupant restraint system, said side gas bag having an inflatable volume which 
is delimited by an exterior gas bag covering (12), said side gas bag being provided with an 
inflatable pouch (32) in an inflation region of the gas bag inside the gas bag covering, said pouch 
having an elongated, tubular shape (see Figure 1) with an inflation opening and an outflow 
opening (not necessary one only). 

DE 20105734 Ul fails to show the outflow opening having a tear seam which opens at a 
predetermined internal pressure. 

DE 19933863 Al teaches a gas bag having an inner pouch (1) with a tear seam (2) which 
opens at a predetermined internal pressure. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify DE 20105734 Ul with the teachings of DE 19933863 Al to provide a tear 
seam on the outflow openings in order to allow the inner pouch to even fill with gas before 
exhausting to the outer bag. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 9/19/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In the paragraph bridging pages 6 and 7, Applicant discusses the rejection of Masuda 
et al. Applicant argues that Masuda "does not have a second end face that is constructed as an 
outflow opening and is provided with the stitch (42)." In response it is submitted that Masuda 
does have a second end face constructed as an outflow opening and provided with a stitch as 
seen in Figure 8a. The "second end face" is examined in view of applicant's Figure which shows 
the tear seam 24 near the end opening 22. Similarly, the tear seam of Masuda is near the end 
opening.
